The  sediment  scenarios  here  would  have  to  include  the  fact  that  the  background  for  sediments 
may  be  higher  due  to  100+  years  of  mining  in  the  area  around  Silverton,  where  several  creek 
flowing  from  mining  areas  run  to  the  headwaters  of  the  Animas  River.  The  area  is  also 
geologically  active.  The  mountains  surrounding  Silverton  are  reddish  yellow  in  color.
